The Church of the Holy Apostles was organized in January, 1868. A lot was secured 
at the corner of 21st and Christian streets, and a stone Church Building, seating twelve 
hundred persons, erected and finished in January, 1871. 

During the year 1873 a large Sunday School Building was completed. 

The lot upon which these Buildings stand was taken on ground rent of $600 
. per annum, 

The Church Building with all its furniture complete cost $46,000, of this amount 
»41,000 was contributed by members of other churches and the congregation of the 
Holy Apostles. 

As there was a deficiency of $5,000 it became necessary to mortgage the Church 
Building for that amount, During the year 1876 the congregation and sunday School 
and Bible Classes contributed about $2,000 towards this indebtedness, leaving about 
$3,000 to be raised to free the Church from debt. 

This amount we are desirous of raising immediately, so that upon our tenth anni- 
versary on the 27th of this month our Church Building may be free from all incumbrance, 
leaving only the ground rent to be provided for by the Vestry. 

The Church of the Holy Apostles has been one of the most successful of the various 
efforts made to establish the Church in the more remote parts of the city. A large Church 
has been built, an admirable Sunday School Building, costing about $20,000, erected and 
entirely paid for; a large congregation assembling every Sunday morning and evening, 
and a Sunday School and Bible Classes numbering upward of elev 
meeting every Sunday afternoon. 

We would remind you of the fact that the congregation is made up almost exclu- 
sively of working people. We have no wealth in the Church, there not being an 
individual in independent circumstances, and the times have been of such a character, 
bearing so heavily upon this class of our population as to prevent 
from contributing to the debt or current expenses of the Church.

On Sunday next, we celebrate the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of 
the Parish. As announced on Sunday last, the offertory at the morn- 
ing service on Sunday, January 29th will be devoted as a Thank 
Offering to the Endowment Fund of the Church of the Crucifixion, 
in this city. In order that all may have a clear idea of the need of 
this Endowment, a circular, recently issued, is herewith presented: 


AN APPEAL, 


tor the ENDOWMENT of the CHURCH of the CRUCIFIXION, 
Bainbridge Street, above Eighth. 

: The Church of the Crucifixion, started forty-five years ago, in the poorest part 
of the City of Philadelphia, for doing church work among the Colored people of that 
neighborhood, has gone on successfully from year to year, until to- ay it has nearly 
three hundred communicants and a large Sunday School. 


-Through it, hundreds of families have been helped to live soberly and right- 
eously, while the whole neighborhood has been greatly improved and benefitted 
physically, as well as morally. 


The Rector and Vestry are most anxious that this Christ-like work, which must 
ever be necessary in so great a city, shall go on and that it shall be placed on a more 
solid foundation. 


For that purpose this APPEAL is now sent out to the friends of the work, and 
especially to those who have aided in the erection of the present buildings, asking 
them to assist in raising the sum of $25,000 as a partial endowment of the Church. 


This would make the continuance of the work more certain and also remove 
much actual anxiety. The beginning of such an endowment has been made, there 
being a small nucleus in the hands of the Vestry for investment and a few conditional 
promises already given. . 


Every motive of patriotism and philanthropy and Christian benevolence, and 
Church extension presses upon us the duty to aid the Rector and Vestry i in this wise 
and nee undertaking. 


We hereby, with the hearty approval of the Bishop, lay this matter before the 
Rectors of the Parishes of the Diocese, venturing to express the hope, that they will 
take such measures as they may think best for co-operating and recommending this 
important undertaking to the generosity of their congregations.
